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SUMMARY OF TELEPHONIC INTERVIEW 
PURSUANT TO CFR §1.133 



Applicants' attorney, Mr. Matthew A. Hayenga, conducted a telephonic 
interview with Examiner Won on September 12, 2005. AppUcants submit this summary of 
the telephonic interview to record Applicants' understanding of the substance of the 
interview. If applicants' understanding is inaccurate, notice of such is appreciated. 

In a telephone conference on September 12, 2005, Mr. Hayenga and Examiner 
Won discussed U.S. Patent No. 5,864,854 issued to Boyle CBoyle'') and the rejection of 
Claim 1 of the present application. Mr. Hayenga explained that the claim language of claim 1 
explicitly recites a primary distribution of a plurality of cache shares among a plurality of 
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clients and a secondary distribution of the same plurality of cache shares among the same 
plurality of clients, but that the Boyle reference teaches distributions of cache shares among 
different pluralities clients. During the telephone conference, it was agreed to that the Boyle 
reference did not anticipate the claimed invention. Examiner Won indicated that he would 
withdraw the finality of the Office Action mailed August 1, 2005, and that fiirther searching 
and consideration would be needed.
